Value of a Mulch 
For Winter Protection 


(Experimental Farms Note). 


Snow is one of the most important 
mulches for winter protection but, 
unfortunately, in some parts of Can- 
ada, it does not come soon enough to 
afford the necessary protecion from 
severe frosts or sudden changes of 
temperature for certain plants that 
we desire to grow; nor does it remain 
long enough -to protect the plants 
from sudden temperature changes and 
hard frosts iu spring. 

Where one not sure of show 
coming early and remaining late in 
the spring and, where there is little 
snow in the winter, it is desirable to 
protect many plants with some kind 
of covering other than snow. Soil is 
one of the best of such covers or 
mulches, hence, in many parts of Can- 
ada, it should be used to protect grape 
vines, raspberries, roses, and other 
ather tender woody plants that can 
be readily covered by it. At Ottawa 
such «a means of protection has been 
found very desirable. After soi}, the 
next best covering, perhaps, is leaves 
and, where these are readily avalable, 
they should be used to afford a protec- 
tive mulch and for additional protec- 
tion where it is desirable but not very 
practicable to use much soil. On the 
prairies where leaves are not abunant, 
straw may be used with good effect. 
Especially on strawberries, both there 
and in the East, is straw valuable to 
protect from sudden changes of 
temperature” in winter where the 
ground is bare and also to delay 
growth in spring until danger of 
severe frost is over. Strawy manure 
applied just before winter sets in-also 
makes a good mulch for herbaceous 
plants, as it protects both the roots 
and crowns and helps to hold the snows
